He appealed to strikers to re- 
turn to their jobs, and he refrained 
from following Blum’s example in 
attacking the de Gaullists. 

Communist Secretary Jacques 
Duclos declared at once, however, 
that “the policy of Schuman is a 
continuation of the policy of Ram- 
adier, that is collaboration with 
American imperialism, We will 
never accept this submission.” 

Bidault Is Cheered, 

He was interrupted by Bidault, 
who recalled that “yesterday I 
received from the American Gov- 
ernment the announcement that 
54,000 extra tons of wheat and 
flour will be shipped to France 
soon.” He was greeted by cheers 
from all but the Communist 
benches. 

Schuman, born in Luxembourg, 
has been a deputy in Parliament 
since 1919, but received his first 
ministerial post in 1940, when he 
was named an under secretary of

“The plan makes the Security 
Council responsible for security 
elements. Certainly if a situation 
arises under chapters six and sev- 
en of the cNarter, my government 
will perform its duty under the 
charter in carrying out Security 
Council decisions.”

AFL AND CIO STOP 
PAYMENT ON FUND 
TO CZECH UNIONS 


Organizations Said to Fear 
$160,000 Will Fall Into 
Communist Hands. 


LONDON, Nov, 22 (AP)—Irving 
Brown, European representative 
of the American Federation of 
Labor, said tonight AFL and CIO 
leaders had ordered “stop pay- 
ment” of American labor funds to 
Czechoslovak trade unions because 


of fear the money may fal] into. 


Communist hands. 

An estimated £40,000 ($160,000) 
is on deposit in a London bank, 
residue of a fund raised among 
American workers to aid the 
Czechoslovak resistence movement 
during the war, It was to be used 
to aid postwar restoration of 
Czech trade unionism. 

Brown said AFL and CIO offi- 
clals in the United States sent a 
joint telegram to the London bank 
announcing “the funds are not at 
the disposal of the gentlemen try- 
ing to get them.” He said the 
cable went directly to the bank 
and added: “I personally inter- 
vened.” 

He said he did not know what 
action the bank had taken, but de- 
clared “I think we have been ef- 
fective in our efforts.”

President Truman let his Cabinet

The President and Mrs. Truman 
welcomed Margaret with:a hug 
and a kiss as she alighted: from 
the train at the last suburban 
stop before the capital, presum- 
ably to avoid possible crowds. 

Virtually unnoticed by the few 
persons at the station, the first 
family walked arm in arm to an 
official limousine and drove to the 
White House, where the President 
rejoined the Cabinet meeting.

“Higher prices for living room 
and bedroom furniture, bedding, 
dinnerware, refrigerators, washing 
machines and other electrical ap- 
pliances increased an average of 
1.8 per cent during the month to 
a level 20 per cent above June 
1946,” the department reported. 

Residential rents increased an 
average of 2.2 per cent and cloth- 
ing, fuel and miscellaneous items 
advanced less than one per cent 
each.

IN'3 YEARS HERE IN 
HAND-FIRED FUEL 


Smoke Head James Car- 
ter Lays Decrease in 
Part to Rise in Oil- 
Burning Furnaces. 


The annual requirements of re&- 
idents of St. Louis for low volatile 
fuel, for use in hand-fired fur- 
naces, have decreased about 150,- 


000 tons during the last three 
years, Smoke Commissioner James 


H, Carter said yesterday. 

He attributed the decrease, from 
800,000 tons a year in 1944 to 650,- 
000 tons this year, to a steady in- 
crease in the number of home 


owners who change: from hand- 
fired furnaces to other types of 
heating units, particularly oil- 
burning furnaces, 

Carter made public the statistics 
he had compiled on the number 
of permits issued during the first 
nine months of 1947, which showed 
that a total of 5813 permits for 
installation of heating units of all 
types had been issued, 

Of the total number of permits 
issued, 2099, or 36 per cent, were 
for installation of oil-burning 
units; 1338, or 23 per cent, were 
for stokers; 1227, or 21 per cent, 
were for gas-burning units, and 
1159, or 20 per cent were for hand- 
fired units. 

Carter estimated that the warm 
wegther, which the city experi- 
enced in October, resulted in a 
saving of 3 per cent of the city’s 
normal fuel requirements for the 
heating season. He said that 
about 19,500 tons of low volatile 
coal were saved in the month, 
Statistics show, he said, that 
normally 4.7 per cent of the year’s 
total fuel requirements is con- 
sumed in October. He estimated 
that only 1.66 per cent was con- 
sumed last month.

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FAST MAIL SO FAST 
IT LANDS POUCH 


‘IN 3-MILE RADIUS? COR 
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LOCKPORT, Iil., Nov. 22 (UP)— 
The fast mail slowed up going 
through here today; the mail sack 
hit the platform for the first time 
in weeks—and life again was beau- 
tiful in Lockport. 

The new shuffle in mail delivery 
came after a complaint was filed 
by Joseph E. Fitzgerald, pee 
ter in this town of 3500. In ap- 
pealing to the railroad mail serv- 
ice in Chicago, he had the sup- 
port of local business men who 
contended they were getting their 


mail in pieces, 
Fitzgerald said the fast mail 


which goes through here at 5:40 
each morning whooped it up to 80 
miles an hour. Lockport is in 
Will county, just south of Chicago. 

“T not only have to separate the 

mail—I have to find the mail 
sack,” he said. “It landg any- 
where within a three-mile radius. 
And often the sack even goes 
under the wheels and I have the 
deuce of a time pasting the pieces 
back together.” 
- Officials of the Gulf, Mobile & 
Ohio ordered a “slow down” as the 
mail train passed through ck- 
port, after Fitzgerald compldined 
that “60 to 80 pieces of mail are 
pulverized every day.” 

Fitzgerald said he thought the 
engineer, rather than the mail 
clerks, was to blame, The engi- 
neer is supposed to toot his whistle 
as a signal for throwing off the 
mail bag. 

“That guy is whistle-happy,” the 
postmaster said, “He's tooting his 
whistle all the time.”

REQUIREMENTS RAISED 


FOR POLICE RECRUITS 


Applications to Be Received 
—More Height and School- 
ing Needed. 


New recruits for the St. Louis 
police force will have to be taller 
and more educated than their 
predecessors, Chief of Police Jere- 
miah O’Connell said yesterday in 
announcing that applications for 
appointments as probationary pa- 
trolmen will be received by the 


department beginning tomorrow 


‘proved a “bill of policy” urging }through Dec. 20. 


The minimum height set for the 
last class of probationary patrol- 
men, in which 75 men were en- 
rolled in March 1946, was five feet 
eight inches, This year applicants 
must be at least an inch taller. 
The minimum education required 
has been raised from seventh 
grade to second year of high 
school, 

In the past, candidates between 
the ages of 22 and 32 years were 
acceptable, but this year an appli- 
cant must not be older than 31. 
The period in which a candidate 
is required to have lived in the 
city has been shortened from four 
years to two. 

In other respects the qualifica- 
tions set for future policemen re- 
main the same. Each candidate 
must present a letter of recom- 
mendation from some reliable per- 
son who has known him for at 
least four years and he must have 
some official record of his birth. 
He must weigh not less than 150 
pounds and not be more than six 
feet four inches tall. 

Those men whose height is 
somewhere between five feet nine 
inches and six feet four inches 
are required to weigh an addition- 
al five pounds for each inch in 
height over the minimum. None, 
however, is permitted to weigh 
more than 25 pounds above the 
minimum weight set for any given 
stature, 

All candidates must present a 
certificate of registration as a vot- 
er in the city and each must be 


taken. Special provisions with 
regard to time of residence and 
age have been made in the case of 
veterans of the last war. 

When all applications have been 
received, Chief O'Connell said, a 
class of 75 will be appointed pro- 
bationary patrolmen and enrolled 
for an eight-week training course 
in the Police Academy. They will 
be given a written examination 
and, provided they graduate, will 
spend two weeks on duty in the 
traffic. division before being as- 
signed to the various districts. 

Probationary patrolmen, who re- 
ceive between $180 and $200 a 
month depending on length of 
service, are appointed patrolmen 
at a salary of $220 a month as va- 
cancies occur in the department, 
the chief said.

Also, a fund of $250,000 is available for 
the development of data incidental to mov- 
ing a chemical processing plant which is 
currently operating above ground to. an 
underground location suitable to the chem- 
ieal industry, and for moving an above- 
ground fire-control instrument plant under- 
ground. It is hoped that in the near future 
construction can be started on an tnder- 
ground pilot plant for use in manufacturing 
critical aircraft components. 

Panero, who has been associated in the 
building of Rockefeller Center and other 
New York skyscrapers, is developing plans 
for the first two of these three units. He 
told reporters recently that he visualized 
“medium-sised” plants, each about three 
or four times the size of a city block and 
about two stories deep. 

Such plants, said Panero, woul need 
better lighting, very good air conditioning, 
noise control and brighter colors to prevent 
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the workers from being affected by claus- 
trophobia. They would ‘need cafeterias, 
medical facilities and sleeping quarters, and 
should have several entrances and exits and 


decontamination chambers to filter poison 
| gas from the air breathed in the plant. 


These Army Department activities are be- 
ing co-ordinated with work being done in 
other governmental departments, with civil- 
ian activities and with the Navy Depart-

Of considerable use to the planners areé 
studies made, particularly for the Army Air 
Forces, of underground installations and 
accompanying problems in Germany and 
Japan.

Trade Agreement Act provided for partici- 
pation by the defense establishment in the 
making of trade pacts.

It was announced last week, 
however, that the United States Government 
had made more than 3500 reductions in 
import duties to go into effect Jan. 1. Duties 
on many commodities, including copper, 
were cut as much as 560 per cent. 


Recognition that modern warfare re- 
quires specialized training of military per- 
sonnel in industrial administration led to 
the establishment last year of the Industrial 
College of the Armed Forces. The first 
regular postwar course was completed last 
June. Graduates included 68 Army, 26 
Navy and two Marine officers. 

The Munitions Board, originally organ- 
ized as the Army-Navy Munitions: Board 
in 1922, was reconstituted two years ago. 
It is charged with the peacetime develop- 
ment of plans and policies for industrial 
mobilization. Thomas J. Hargrave, presi- 
dent of the Eastman Kodak Co., is chair- 
man. Civilian committees to assist the 
board now are being organized. 


Army Opens a Drive 
For Specialized Units 


One of the board’s important functions Is 
administering the Stockpiling Act of 1946. 
Purchases for a national stockpile are ex- 
pected to be completed within six years.

Procurement has proceeded slow- 
ly until the present so as not to interfere 
with civilian purchases of scarce materials.

Terral has made an illuminating, beauti- 
fully written, very valuable addition to a 
literature which, though it goes back to 
John Wesley Powell, is tragically small. I 
mean the literature which makes plain that 
in an arid region society can maintain its 
health only if its parts will work together 
harmoniously. 

‘For it is the arid and semi-arid, the “‘sub- 
humid,” half of the valley that dominates 
this book. And that is right, for the forces 
to which the whole valley is absolutely sub- 
ject are based there, the fundamental prob- 
lems will have to be solved there, the areas 
of critical danger are there, the grave threat 
and the great promise are there—and the 
water and the water-power on which every- 
thing else depends are there too, Terral 
deals with these things on the spot but al- 
ways in relation to the lower valley as well, 
always with a vivid awareness of the valley 
as the unit it is. 

Many of the problems that the book 
deals with’ are historical. Terral’ there- 
fore frequently deals with historical origins 
and developments, not chronologically but 
as they bear on whatever issue may be at 
hand. So on the way he tells some fasci- 
nating stories—the development of sorghum 
crops, the more amazing development of 
fruitful buffalo-grass seed, the impairment 
of the artesian basin in the Dakotas, the tri- 
umphs of intelligently co-ordinated planning 
in the upper basin of the North Platte, the 
almost unpublicized success of the shelter 
belts that grew trees where, as the fiipness 
of their opponents had it, God couldn’t. 
Necessarily he retells the story of the eco- 
nomic subjection of the West by the Hast. 
He focuses this one chiefly on railroad 
freight rates, because one of the most ironi- 
cal of all the battles in the valley today, one 
so intricate and snarled and by now s0 
passionate that reason may never be able 
to settle it, is the battle over making the 
Missouri navigable. 


Contradictions and 
Conflicts ‘of Interest. 


But most of Terral’s stories are those 
of the contradictions, the conflicts of inter- 
est, the greed and stupidity, the historical 
heritage that built up the contemporary 
schizophrenia of the West—of the violently 
disparate elements in the’social complex, the 
resolution of which will for good or evil de- 
termine the future. The spectacle would 
be sublimely fronical if it were not bitterly 
tragic. first—this West whose life depends 
on the preservation of its soil and water, 
which has criminally mishandled and wasted 
and impaired them, which jis always fighting 
to preserve them while at the same time 
it compulsively tries to destroy them alto- 
gether, and which has found no way yet of 
halting the accelerating deterioration of 
both. Intelligent dismay-is a constant over- 
tone-in ‘“‘The Missouri Valley,’”’ and through 
every topic it touches on there runs, like 
the weaver’s shuttle, the theme of over- 
grazing, of soll allowed to blow away, of 
flood, of drowned land, of degraded water- 
sheds. And of the interests whose wealth 
is destruction, the pressure groups, the 
propaganda engineered to make a people act 
against their own good, the instigated wars 
and pumped-up emotions, the split Western 
consciousness haunted by fear and yet im- 
pelled to will its own destruction. (The 
book went to press too soon to take note of 
the fear that ran like wind across the West 
late last summer when dust rose skyward 
because of subnormal rainfall—or of the 


gressman Frank A. Barrett taking his itiner- 
ant circus across the West in a series of 
meetings rigged to the sole purpose of de- 
stroying Western watersheds on behalf of 
one-half of one per cent.of the West.) - 


Opposing Alliance 
Called “The Fake MVA.” 


So Terral comes to his main section. 
It fs an exposition of the sabotage inflicted 
on what he sees as the one workable solu- 
tion and also as the great hope of the West, 
a Missouri Valley Authority, and a descrip- 
tion of the monstrous and unstable alliance 
between the Army Engineers and the Bu- 
reau of Reclamation, enemies bound to- 
gether to repel a rational approach. He 
calls this shotgun. marriage “‘the fake MVA.” 
It is a just term, and even so it understates 
the confusion and obscurantism, the rejoic- 
ing of those who, Hke the power industry, 
would -be hurt by a genuine MVA. And 
from here on he writes with a calm fury 
whose very coldness is eloquent. From

Problems of Valley 
Affect Whole Nation. | 


Terral has done a sizable service in s 
chapter called “The Mistakes of. Irriga- 
tion.” It is a heartening thing to read. 
Reclamation for its own sake is the sacred 
cow of the West. Liberals have all been in- 
hibited, or prohibited, from criticizing it— 
In fact the Western liberal has come to . 
avoid criticizing his own motives or sug- 
gesting that our side can ever be wrong in 
anything at all. Terral does well to 
face those mistakes, and he does even better 
when he points out the faults and weak- 
nesses in the original MVA bill. It is even 
more heartening to see him describe the 
ignorance that still surrounds vital problems 
and acknowledge that there is some reality 
behind the fear of*government control that 
has enabled opponents of MVA to spread 
confusion in the West. 

The problems of the Missouri Valley are 
tremendous. They are the problems of an 
entire region, but the further truth is that 
they are national problems. The only hope 
of solving them, Terral says, is a Mis- 
‘gsouri Valley Authority, whether or not it 
bears that name. There can be no doubt 
that he is right: only an independent, flexi- 
ble, self-adjusting organization that can har+ 
monize values and act on behalf of the val- 
ley as a whole can do the job. Only the 
‘local or the vested interest, or the ignorance 
that both sedulously foster, can possibly, 
oppose/ that conclusién. -The United States, 
he truthfully says, cannot afford not to cre- 
ate an MVA. But also, just how? Tere 
ral hopes that’ education, enlightenment, 
publicity, information can overcome the 
heartbreaking jealousies, greeds, and con- 
flicts that have paralyzed it so far. Toward 
that end his book is a powerful, even a 
noble contribution. But meanwhile! 


Movement Against 

Conservation Policy. 

Meanwhile an organized movement to 
overturn our conservation policy altogether 
and to pour the West down its rivers, fore- 
most among them the Missouri, is in open 
operation. There are Messrs. McCarran, 
Barrett, and Robertson spearheading a drive 
to paralyze first the Forest Service and then 
the Soil Conservation Service and the Nd. 
tional Park Service and the Indian Bureau, 
as the Grazing Service was emasculated, by 
choking off their appropriations. There is 
Barrett’s bill to destroy the Jackson 
Hole Monument and his bill to admit Alaska 
to statehood (granting to the new state all 
federal lands within its boundaries) as pre- 
cedents so that all the Western states may 
demand the federal lands within their boun- 
daries, as a preliminary to selling them, . 
There is the bill to cut down the Olympic 
National Forest and the bill to make Hawali 
a state, with the same provisions, to the 
same end. There is the proposed “moratori- 
um” on cuts in grazing permits. These are 
only part of a ceadly serious, well- 
co-ordinated, well financed effort to get pub- 
lic control, public regulation, and public 
ownership out of the West forever. The 
drive is on, and behind it are enormous 
interests never publicly associated with it 
by name. Some of its brigadiers have said 
confidently that it will succeed no later than > 
1950, and there is a chance they may be 
right. That is two years, and there will be 
no MVA in two years. If the drive suc- 
ceeds, there never will be, there will cease 
to be a need for one. As well build one in 
the Sahara.

Every telephone subscriber in the sprawling 
empire of the American Telephone & Telegraph 
Co., which includes 80 to 90 per cent of the 
telephone users of the country, owes a debt to 
the Tennessee Railroad and Public Utilities Com- 
mission. 


This commission has done far more than con- 
duct the laborious probe of corporation accounts 
necessary to uncover hidden profits and estab- 
lish grounds for rejecting A.T.&T.'s campaign to 
raise rates throughout its subsidiaries. 


The Tennessee commission has had the cour- 
age and audacity to look behind the imposing 
facade of the world’s most gigantic and respect- 
able corporation and to disclose that it is not 
above subterfuge. 


Leon Jourolmon, spearhead of the Tennessee 
Commission, charges A.T.&T. with using an 
elaborate and soporific technique to gull the tele- 
phone-using public while reaching into their 
pockets for higher rates. 


Combing Out the Hay 


He declares that A.T.&T. “conducts a rate in- 
crease as a concerted campaign.” Its technique, 
he says, is to begin in the states with the most 
acquiescent public service commissions, thus ac- 
cumulating precedent fof states where resistance 
is expected. It prepares the public mind tor 
rate increases by advertisements and by having 
its agents visit prominent citizens in each state 
to the number of thousands, to flatter them with 
an advance presentation of the plea. The system 
also expends “large amounts for public relations 


. activities, virtually all of which inhere to the 


benefit of the owners of the company and to the 
detriment of the rate payers.” 


The commission was equally keen in building 
its factual and financial case against the re- 


quested rate increase. The reasons for denying 
the increase are laid down in such fair, logical 
and irrefutable terms that the influence of the 


decision will be felt throughout the country. 
The effect should be especially felt in the ter- 


ritory of the Southwestern Bell Telephone Co., 


which is asking rate increases totaling more than 
$10,000,000, some $3,000,000 of which would come 


‘from subscribers in Missouri. The situatien of 


Southwestern Bell closely parallels that of South- 
ern Bell, the subsidiary operating in Tennessee. 
There is only one major difference: Southwest- 


ern Bell is admittedly the more prosperous com- 
pany and less entitled to an increase. 


Hide-and-Seek in Profits 


Southern Bell claimed before the Tennessee 
commission that its rate of return had fallen to 
1.84 per cent. But when the regulatory: commis- 
sion combed out the hay, it found the return to 
be 5.83 per cent, : 


By comparison, Southwestern Bell claims that 
its earnings for the comparable date had fallen 
only to about 342 per cent, still nearly twice the 
net revenue rate admitted in Tennessee. Yet it 
seems clear that every item of expense denied 
in the Tennessee case is present in the Missouri 
case, in exaggerated form. 


What are the ways in which the Tennessee 
commission charges that Southern Bell concealed 
profits so as to plead for higher rates from its 
subscribers? The devices are legion. 

The Tennessee commission says that Southern 
Bell, in figuring its future revenues, did not 
count the increased revenue which will come 
from new phones being installed in its expansion 
program, — 

Neither had it figured in the saving of tele- 
phone operators’ salaries from the replacement 
of manual phones by dial phones. This work is 
proceeding at a rapid rate. 


Every Man His Own Operator 


“As of today,” Commissioner Jourolmon said, 
“the traffic expense savings through dial con- 
version would be somewhere between $15 and 
$20 per station” (per phone per year). Other 
savings should result soon from developments 
which permit several telephone conversations to 
be carried on over the same wire at the same 
time, and enable the telephone company to use 
power transmission wires to carry telephone con- 
versations. 

The Tennessee commission found also that 
Southern Bell had attributed as regular opera- 
tions costs, in Tennessee alone, more than three- 
quarters of a million dollars which was spent to 
catch up with the backlog of.maintenance accu- 
mulated during the war. 

Neayly $300,000 more was knocked out—in 
Tennessee alone—as an excessive charge to cur- 
rent operations for training employes to take 
care of expanded facilities, It did not seem rea- 
sonable to the Tennessee commission to charge 
existing subscribers with the full burden of ex- 
panding personnel to take care of new subscrib- 
ers who will be a source of new profits. 


Illegal for Power Companies — 


It is the custom of A.T.&T. to charge its cor- 
porate offspring a so-called management or li- 
cense contract fee amounting to 144 per cent of 
the subsidiary’s gross operating revenue. The 
Tennessee Commission denied nearly half this 
fee, thereby increasing net operating revenues 
$130,000. 

Although two of the three commissioners let 
more than half this fee stand, they obviously 
felt they were being too generous. Of the nearly 
$100,000 of the management fee attributed for 
services of the Bell Laboratory in Tennessee, the 
commission said: 

Inasmuch as approximately 90 per cent of 
the sales of Western Electric are made to 
Bell operating companies, one could logical- 
ly reason that the high earning rate of West- 
ern Electric, which ultimately accrues to the 
American Company in the form of dividends, 
already reflects the cost of research and de- 
velopment, and therefore, no direct charge 
should be made by the American Telephone 
& Telegraph Co. to the operating companies. 
In his concurring opinion Commissioner Jou- 

rolmon argued that the commission should have

disallowed the management fee entirely. He 
said: 

The entire license contract charges should : 
be eliminated as operating expenses. The 
license contract is the Bell System counter- 
part of the holding company service con- 
tracts which virtually all utility companies 

. used prior to 1935. The Public Utility Hold- 
ing Company Act of 1935 outlawed contracts 
of this type. 

The license contract which has been de- 
veloped by the Bell System is exactly like 
the contracts which have been outlawed for 
the use of electric and power companies. It 
has all of the vices which attended those 
contracts and caused them to be outlawed. 

The license contract as administered by 
the Bell System has one other fatal in- 
firmity. This is that a very large portion 
of the cost of the development and research 
program now conducted by Bell Laborato- 
ries is charged to the license services. This 
runs counter to the uniform practice of all 
other business enterprises. 

The Bell System reverses that universal 
practice and charges the major part of the 
development and research program to the 
associated companies. Actually this entire 
cost should be borne or absorbed by the 
system’s manufacturing subsidiary, Western 
Electric. ‘ 


With Some to Spare 


The Tennessee commission found still other 
concealment and evasion: that the company had 
overstated its depreciation requirements by 20 
per cent; that it had permitted inefficiencies 
which should be deducted from operating ex- 
penses; and that it had exaggerated require- 
ments for the employes’ pension fund. 

The commission pointed out that 38 per cent 
of any additional revenue granted would not 
benefit the company anyway, but would go for 
corporation income taxes, To deny entirely the 
petition for more revenue, it was necessary only 
to discover hidden or wrongly allocated éarnings 
equal to 62 per cent of the increase asked. This 
the commission did, with some to spare. 

A.T.&T. and Southwestern Bell have used one 
great argument in pressing for an increase. They 
insist that more revenue is necessary if their 
financial prestige is to be maintained at a level 
consistent with attracting adequate capital for 
expansion. 

The Tennessee commission declared that the 
phone companies’ ability to attract capital must 
be maintained. But it was equally emphatic that 
no additional revenue is necessary for the com- 
panies to maintain their present favorable posi- 
tion in the money market. 


The Perennial 9 Per Cent 


Southern Bell tried to make it appear, as 
Southwestern Bell is doing, that revenues should 
be sufficient to maintain the 9 per cent annual 
dividend which these subsidiaries have paid for 
years on their common stock, owned entirely by 
A.T.&T. On this point the regulatory body in 
Tennessee said; 

The Commission is unable for the pur- 
poses of this proceeding to conclude from 
the evidence presented that 9 per cent is 
mandatory as a rate to be applied te com- 
pany equity capital or that 6.79 per cent 
must be applied to other capital, and~ that 
if this is not done that the petitioner’s prop- 
erty is being confiscated. 

The Commission further finds that based 
upon the facts in the record an application 
of 7 per cent or even 5 per cent is indicated, 
at this time, and for the purposes of this 
proceeding would not be unreasonable or un- 
just to the petitioner and would not consti- 
tute a confiscation of its property. 
Commissioner Jourolmon held that a net yield 

of 4% to 5 per cent on the common stock is 
sufficient. He proved his case by pointing to 
the stock yield earned by such A.T.&T. subsidi- 
aries as Pacific Telephone & Telegraph Co. Com- 
missioner Jourolmon examined the stock yield 
of this subsidiary and five others which are only 
partly owned by A.T.&T. and which therefore 
ean offer their stock on the open market. Pacific 
Telephone & Telegraph in 1946 paid a $6.04 
dividend on stock which ranged during the year 
from $122.75 to $160.26. The median yield was 
4.27 per cent. 


Is This Free Enterprise? 


The Southwestern Bell Telephone Co, is, by 
the company’s own statement, one of the moat 
prosperous A.T.&T. subsidiaries, in an unusual- 
ly good territory. If it were permitted to market 
its own stock, it almost certainly would receive 
for expansion purposes not the $100 a share it 
gets from its parasitic parent, but at least the 
$150 to $155 which is now being paid on the 
New York Stock Exchange for the shares of 
A.T.&T. 

Can the Missouri Public Service Commission 
by any rational process explain why Southwest- 
ern Bell, when it markets its stock, should be 
permitted to do so under a monopolistic ar- 
rangement, palpably against the public welfare, 
with the result that the company gets less than 
two thirds of the capital which the securities 
should bring? Is this free enterprise? 


Tennessee Blazes the Way 


It is not merely Tennessee’s public service 
commission which is condemning the theory of 
the 9 per cent dividend for the A.T.&T, and 
such subsidiaries as Southwestern Bell. The 
practice is under heavy fire also by the regu- 
latory commissions of Maryland, New Jersey and 
by the City of New York. All have taken vol- 
uminous testimony on this point from top offi- 
cers of A.T.&T., and have been assisted in their 
quest by tax investigators of the United States 
Treasury Department. 

The Tennessee commission, by courage and in- 
telligence, has successfully taken arms against 
an imperial corporation. It has blazed new trails 
in exposing public utility chicanery. It has shown 
the way for Missouri and the Southwest to cut 
through the fog and the fustian and enforce a 
type of utility management in the interest of 


the people.

THE MAKING OF YESTERDAY: THE DIARIES OF 
RAOUL DE ROUSSY DE SALES, with en introduction 
by Walter Millis. (Reynal & Hitcheock, New York.) 
Raoul de Roussy de Sales was a libera!, a 

democrat, a skeptic and a Frenchman—a 

combination ideal for his journalistic forte 
of viewing. current events against perma- 
nent standards and long-term trends, but 
far from ideal for his own happiness. As 
early as 19388 he recognized the moral and 
social bankruptcy of France, and forecast 

Vichy, even to naming Laval and Petain, 

defining its policies of anti-Semitism and 

permanent attachment to German leader- 
ship, and outlining its Fascist government. 


The years of 1938 through 1941 were like 


a Greek tragedy to him; he watched a . 


crumbling that was inevitable from the 
first act, and he didn’t live long enough to 
see the war over, nor to see that it might 
not be the final act. It is a chastening ex- 
perience to read this record of what we 
can now recognize as downright stupidity. 

De Sales may have been overly pessi- 
mistic about immediate events, but in his 
analysis of trends and forces he was more 
often right than wrong. “Peace offers tre- 
mendous possibilities for unforeseen catas- 
trophe,” he said. France was derelict, 
“curiously masochistic, denying her own 
history”; England, somewhat braver and 
considerably more stubborn, was not much 
different; the Russians were “as stupid as 
we are.” As for America—well, let him 
speak for himself: 

“No country is more convinced than this 
one that she is right, or more arrogant in 
her moral superiority. If she intervenes in 
the affairs of the world, it will be to impose 
her ideas, and she will consider her inter- 
vention a blessing for lost humanity.” 

One can soften that by reflecting that De 
Sales, like most people, was more vigorous 
in condemning than in praising; that his 
irritation over America was heightened be- 
cause America’s slowness endangered the 
world he loved; that his contempt for his 
own country was no less and no less vividly 
stated. But the fact will still remain, This 
is the considered opinion of an honest, 
observer who had lived 10 years in 
America.

A political mystery man—aus- 
tere, iron-principled, brilliant, in- 
tensely religious, an ideological 
e ripps gathered unto 
hithself more powers than have 
ever before in modern peacetime 
been concentrated in one man in 
this land that cradled parliamen- 
tary democracy, 

“Austerity Cripps” was named 
Chancellor of the Exchequer when 
Hugh Dalton suddenly resigned 
after apologizing to the House of 
Commons for “leaking” informa- 
tion about Britain's new budget 
to a newspaper reporter. 

Cripps remained Minister for 
Economic Affairs, but without the 
title. As Chancellor, he will con- 
trol the nation’s money bags. As 
economic czat, he already has al- 
most dictatorial power over in- 
dustry, labor, transport and 
broad economic policy—the key 
elements involved in Britain’s 
fight for economic survival. 

“Politician or Saint?” 

“Cripps: Politician or saint?” 
the pro-government Sunday news- 
paper ‘The People’ headlined a 
personality sketch. . 

“Saint or a meanie?” Britons 
woundered. 

Cripps became the most unpop- 
ular man in Britain when in the 
first days of a hard-won peace 
he persistently demanded more 
and more austerity—cuts in food, 
consumer goods, luxuries and the 
genera] standard of living. 

He became perhaps the most 
popular minister when events 
proved the wisdom of his pleas. 

Cripps, 58 years old, is a church- 
man and a brilliant scientist. Once 
he was reputed to be Britain’s 
highest paid attorney, earning up 
to 50,000 pounds ($200,000) a year. 
He has been a successful diplo- 
mat and economist. He is a tee- 
totaller, a vegetarian, a prodig- 
iously hard worker who rises at 
8 a. m. to begin his day. He has 
been called a deep pink politically 
—and a right-wing socialist. 

Before Britain’s economic crisis 
boiled: up, many newspapers—and 
many laborites — said the nation 
seemed to be without real leader- 
ship, without vision and direction 
at the top. 

Conditions Changed. 

When it boiled over, Cripps was 
promoted from Board of Trade 
president (similar to United States 
Secretary of Commerce) to eco- 
nomic czar—and almost overnight 
the tone of the country changed. 

Over-all industrial production — 
the key to recovery—began going 
up. Many people began working 
harder. Management began tight- 
ening up. Many newspaper said a 
new spirit was seeping through 
the nation. 

Cripps—and events—did it. 

Cripps launched a propaganda 
campaign, and convinced many 
skeptics that a crisis exists. 

He summoned industrialists and 
labor leaders, gave them produc- 
tion targets, assured them of raw 


materials, demanded increased in- 
dustrial efficiency and harder 
work, 

Reports from Government, In- 
dustry and trade unions show 
that in many cases he is getting 


Simultaneously Cripps deepened 
the nations austerity—with cuts in 
food, rehousing, consumer goods, 
even in spending for the re-equip- 
ment of worn plants. A political 
cartoonist pictured him announc- 
ing: “Now we will ration cuts.” 

“The ablest brain in the admin- 
istration,” opposition leader 
Churchill commented when Cripps 
took the reins, 

As the Cripps program took 
shape, newspapers to the right 
and left alike showered him with 
praise. 

Mentioned As Premier. 

Political columnists on both 
sides began speculating that if la- 
bor has another Prime Minister 
after Clement Attlee’s time it wril 
be Cripps. 

Cripps comes from a long line 
of country squires, known in the 
Cotswolds district of England 
since the twelfth century as cham- 
pions of the underdog. He is the 
ninth in his family to serve in the 
Commons. 

Villagers around his Cotswolds 
home call him “The Red Squire.” 

He gave the village of Fillkins 
a community center, a  play- 
ground, swimming pool and cot- 
tages for the aged, and told vil- 
lagers irritably: 

“These things should be every- 
body’s right. You should not 
have to thank anybody for them.” 

Abandoning his law practice for 
government service at the start 
of the war, Cripps declared: “For 
the rest of my lifetime I think 
there will be sufficient to do try- 
ing to get the world back on 
its feet.” 

Cripp’s brilliance and versatil- 
ity awe even his opponents, 

As a scientist in early man- 
hood, he helped Nobel prize win- 
ner Sir William Ramsay in re- 
search. He managed a govern- 
ment explosives plant in the first 
world war. 

Admired By Russians. 

As a diplomat, serving as Win- 
ston Churchill’s ambassador to 
Russia, he helped warm the long 
cool Anglo-Soviet relations. When 
he left: Moscow, British newspa- 
pers said an unnamed “leading 
Russian official” commented: 
“There goes a real saint.” 

As a churchman, he moves au- 
diences with simple sermons. 
After he became economics czar, 
he said the nation needs “a deep 
draught of *** Christian faith.” 

Ideologically he is something of 
a mystery. e was too pink for 
the prewar Labor party, which 
bounced him out for trying to 
set up an alliance with the Com- 
munists, (He was not re-ad- 
mitted until the war ended.) 

Now some Socialists say his 
policies are rightist. 

Many think his religion is the 
clue to his personality. His 
brother, Maj. Leonard Cripps, 
once wrote of him: “Stafford *** 
stands for what. he really be- 
lieves, and in no circumstances 
will he bow to a compromise 
against his principles.” 


The problems of the 
world are not go to be solved 
by a confused emotionalism. They 
are only likely to be solved by 
an honest search for the truth and 
by decisions based on realities. 
It is important, therefore, that 
we in the United States and, in- 
deed, that all peoplé all over the 
world, keep our minds free of the 
confusion, the féars and the un-

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MANDRA, Pakistan, Nov. 22. 

UBBLE still fille the streets 
R of this little town in northern 

Pakistan—not the wreckage of 
recent riots, but rubble of eight 
months ago. 


Among piles of fallen bricks, 
and in charred courtyards of for- 
mer homes, thin cows nibble at 
grass which has somehow pushed 
up through the summer-baked 
earth. Except for the grass, the 
city might have been destroyed 
yesterday and not eight months 
ago. Otherwise nothing has 


changed. 

Last March Mandra was 4 
thriving center of business for 
this agricultural area just south 
of Rawalpindi. Surrounding Mos- 
lem farmers brought their wheat 
here to be ground into flour, sold 
their vegetables here, bought their 
sugar and their matches, their 
kerosene and their farming im- 
plements, from local Hindu and 


Sikh merchants who formed 80 
per cent of the town’s 800 popula- 


tion. 
Mob Burned Town. 

When flames of tthe religious 
war spread from Lahore to Rawal- 
pindi last spring, they spread also 
to the impoverished rural areas, 
and fon the first time Indian 
farmers begin taking part In com- 
munal fighting and looting. On 
Mar. 9 a mob of 5000 descended 
on Mandra, drove 600 non-Mos- 
lems from their homes, looted the 
shops and burned 70 per cent of 
the houses. 

Visitors to the town a few weeks 
later found several score Hindus 
and Sikhs still wandering in be 
wilderment through their de- 
stroyed homes, searching spas- 
modically in the embers for goods 
which might be salvaged. 

“tT can’t understand it,” the 
90-year-old flour merchant kept 
muttering. “Our children have al- 
waps played together like broth- 
ers.” 

Visitors to the town today find 
the Hindus and Sikhs gone, and 
only a few dozen Moslems wan- 
dering in what seems like equal 
bewilderment through the scene 
which hag not changed by s0 
much as the removal] of one brick. 

“I can’t understand it,” said a 
Moslem great-grandfather squat- 
ting beside the village well. “In 
Queen Victoria's day, the tiger 
and the goat drank water to- 
gether.” 

Around the corner from the 
well, 28 Moslem refugees from 
the East Junjab have been aet- 
tled in half-burned homes of for- 
mer Sikh owners. No one knows 
who owns the houses now. 

Most Without Hope. 

The refugees seemed dazed and 
ill at ease. 

Most of them are without ma- 
terial goods, living on meager sav- 
ings and without hope. When 
local townspeople approached, the 
retugees drew together, watching 
silently from the shadows, 

“These are not our people,” a 
sullen young man from Amritsar 
explained, “Nor do we know this 
land and this dialect.” 

Near the entrance to the town 
a few Moslems who formerly 
worked for Hindu and Sikh mer- 
chants have opened tiny shops. 
Most of the goods they sell they 


‘salvaged from flames lighted by 


the farmers—packages of mouldy 
shoelaces, charred straw fans, 
soap and stale cigarettes. Food is 
sold at a local commissary which 
represents the only help given to 
the village so far by the govern- 
ment.

Humanitarian Aspect. 

As author of this chapter, La- 
Follette Was responsible for the 
report’s irsistence on the humani- 
tarian aspect of the foreign aid 
program, which too often has been 
forgotten; for its blasting indict- 
ment of the Communist system as 
“one where tron discipline by the 
state stamps out individual liber- 
ties and obliterates all opposition”;

There 
were debates and differences of 
opinion about other chapters, but 
in the end such dissensions were 
reconciled, The report as a whole 
was accepted unanimously, It is 
thus a cross section of the best 
thought in the principal areas of 
national activity. 

Thanks to the policy of telling 
the whole truth, this masterpiece 
among reports leaves the Amer- 
ican public in no doubt as to what 
will be required under the for- 
eign aid program, and why; as 
well as the precise risks and sac- 
rifices to be undertaken. What- 
ever action Congress may adopt, 
it will not be entered upon blindly. 
Though agreed as to the necessity 
of foreign aid, the committee never 
for a moment lost sight of pro- 
tections due to the domestic econ- 
omy and American tax payer. 

If the committee's recommenda- 
tions are followed, the Adminis- 
trator of the European Recovery 
Plan will occupy one of the stra- 
tegic posts of civilization. <All op- 
erational decisions would be in 
his hands. Thus far, only two 
men have been publicly mentioned 
for the appointment—LaFollette 
and Lewis W. Douglas, Ambas- 
sador to Great Britain. The for- 
mer’s record as a Senate alumnus 
would do his candidacy no harm 
on Capitol Hill. 

Should he be named, the Amer!i- 
can people could be assured of a 
humane and efficient adminis- 
tration of ERP.

Waiting for Marshall Plan. 


"NEW YORK, Nov. 22 (AP)— 
European governments already are 
laying the foundation for restora- 
tion of their war-shattered econ- 
my, Thomas C. Blaisdell Jr., as- 
sistant to the Secretary of Com- 
merce for International Trade, 
said today. 

Discussing the United States’ 
part in’ the recovery of Europe, 
Blaisdell told the Foreign Policy

SHANGHAI, Nov. 22 (AP) — 
China is no more of a world pow- 
er than Mexico or Bolivia and to 
pretend that it is can only lead 
to more trouble, Col. Robert R.

The editor and publisher of the 
Chicago Tribune, interviewed on 
the eve of his departure for Hong 
Kong, was sharply critical - of 
Chiang Kai-shek's Government.

Planted Now---Some Need to Freeze 


By ELEANOR B. McCLURE 

Although sowing flower seed is 
almost. a ritual of springtime, 
there are many advantages in 
starting perennials and some of 
the hardier annuals in the fall. 
Planting these seeds in late No- 
vember or in December will pro- 
dunce earlier and sturdier plants, 

and with much less effort. 

Seeds of many annua) flowers 
can be planted right in the beds 
where they are to bloom. For a 
colorful early rete to frost edg- 
ing, try the dwarf large flawered 
phiox which come in so Many 
bright hues, and face the planting 
with a ribbon or lavender and 
white alyssum, Taller flowers Jike 
calliopsis, flowering tobacco and 
Chinese forget-me-nots may be 
planted around bulbs, and will ef- 
fectively ct conceal vacancies left in 


late spring by dying foliage of 
tulips and daffodils. 

Gold cups of California poppies 
will make a springtime picture ‘in 
front of larkgpur and cornflowers. 
Other kinds that may be planted 
now include portulaca, candytuft, 
cosmos, calendulas and Shirley 


poppies. 
the Iceland poppy, a perennial 


that blooms from seed the first 
season. 
Drainage Is Important. 

Some flowers that require More 
care and protection should be 
started in rows in a special seed 
bed, or in the shelter of a cold 
frame. Included in this list are 
sweet william and other varieties 
of dianthus; violas; snapdragons; 
and bellis perennis, the little Eng- 
lish daisy. 

Beds selected for fall seeding 
must have good drainage,.or the 
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seed will rot. The soil does not 
| require deep preparation, however, 
for scratching the surface with a 
| rake is sufficient. For best results, 
) order fresh seed. Asa prevaution, 
; use only half of the packet this 
fall, saving the remainder for a 
second planting in earliest spring. 
| Seeds should be covered at about 
ithe usual depth, using sifted 
sand, if possible, in place of dirt. 
[A light mulch of shredded peat or 
|leaf mold is desirable, and a cov- 
3888 Bering of brush will ’ protect the 
seedlings from stray cats or dogs. 

Sweet pea seed, planted in three- 


inch pots, may be wintered over 


in the cold frame, sinking the 
pots up to their rims in soil, Sweet 
peas may also be planted in the 
open where they are to flower, 
if a well drained spot is available. 
Since they cannot tolerate soggy 
soil, special drainage should be 
provided by adding sand, sifted 
cinders, wood ashes and as much 
humus as possible, digging these 
materials into the soil to a depth 
of five or six inches. Treat the 
seed with spergon, if possible, to 
prevent rot, and sow thickly, cov- 
ering them two to three inches 
deep. As soon as the ground is 
frozen hard, mulch the planting 
} with straw litter. 


Some Need to Freeze,

What month, and how to “a 
slips for roses? Planted a paper 
shell pecan; it is now about eight 
inches tall. Will it. survive in our 
climate? Two evergreen bushes 
are brown on inside. . . is 
anything eating at the roots?— 
Mrs. J. A. &., St. Louis, 

Best month to slip roses is early 
September. Rose cuttings (they 
are seldom referred to as_ slips) 
need to have a good bud point 
and a good length of stem beneath 
it; must have plenty of water, be 
protected from sun by covering 
with mason jar that has had the 
bottom painted to prevent burning 
by concentrated sun-rays. Jar 
usually left on until late June of 
following year. Pecan, nothing to 
worry about. . . it will do all 
right.. Evergreens: probably at- 
tacked by spider mites. Spray this 
winter while dormant with lime- 
sulphur. In spring, as growth 
starts, use an oil emulsion spray, 
following manufacturer’s  direc- 
tions. It is a case of diseased 
heartwood, or roots, or a fungus, 
needles will. blister and drop off, 
in which case, best remedy is to 
get rid of the tree. . 

What to do with a gardenia. 
Had it in the yard all summer but 
it did not bloom. Buds would get 
brown and fall off. What is best 
way to keep a geranium during 
winter?—Mrs. Shea, St. Louis. 

Pot both gardenia and gera- 
nium for winter; keep near win- 
dow, but warm. Falling buds 
sounds like a bud rot. Better 
change the soil by repotting in 
new container.

CHRISTMAS SEALS G0 
UN SALE TOMORROW 


Receipts to Finance Rehabili- 


tation Program for Koch 
Hospital Patients. 


Sale of Christmas Seals, which 


will begin in St. Louis tomorrow, 
will finance a rehabilitation pro- 


gram for patients at Koch Hos- 
pital, Edgar L. Roy, president of 
the Tuberculosis and Health So- 
ciety of St. Louis, announced yes- 
terday. : 

“The entire St. Louis area will 
benefit from the sale,” Roy said, 
“since the program it will finance 
will reduce the possibility that 


discharged patients will suffer ant hospital at Jefferson Bar- 


tubercular relapse that possibly 
could spread the disease to 
others.” 

The sale of Christmas Seals here 
is sponsored by the society, which 
will maintain the rehabilitation 
program by an annual expendi- 
ture of $15,000 from its funds, Roy 
said. In addition to this phase of 
the society’s work, present serv- 
ices will be continued and ex- 
panded if funds allow. Health edu- 
cation, social service and mass 
X-ray surveys operated the 
society this year cost $167,000, he 
said. 

A total of 50,000 free chest X- 
rays were given by the society this 
year to bring to 120,000 the num- 
ber of persons who have been 
X-rayed since the unit was pur- 
chased in November, 1944, Roy 
said. 

In addition, the society's health 
education program included the 
distribution of 2,000,000 pieces .of 
literature to schools, industries 
and businesses in St. Louis and 


Louis counity. Members of the 


society's social] service staff also 
supervised the care of 162 chil- 
dren who had been exposed to 
tuberculosis and made 2000 visits 
to persons rejected by selective 
service boards because of sus- 
picion of tuberculosis. 

Two other important phases of 
the society's health education 
program, Roy said, consist of send- 
ing the latest findings in the field 
of tuberculosis research to doc- 
tors, nurses and medical schools, 
and conducting an institute for 
both white and Negro physicians 
at Homer G. Phillips Hospital. 

The Tuberculosis and Health 


Society, Roy pointed out, is not a 
member of the Community Chest 


and is supported entirely by the 
sale of Christmas seals and health 
pins.

C. Marshall, will begin function- 
ing with 651 nations instead of 
the full 57 


However, delegates do not see 
the Russian step as forerunner of 
a complete Russian pullout from 
the U.N. 

Hope Russia Will Join. 

Despite pervect rumors of & 
permanent Russian walkout, such 
speculation never has been taken 
seriously by leading delegates and 
U. N. officials. United States 
spokesmen express belief the Rus- 
sians eventually will relent and sit 
in on sessions of the year-round 
interim Assembly. . 

The newest Soviet tactics are 
wiewed generally as maneuvers in 
the Kremlin’s program to block 
actions it does not support. The 
history of these Soviet tactics has 
been varied. 

The next showdown on Russian 
policy will come after the Interim 
Assembly has taken decisions, Ob- 
viously, the Russians won't ac- 
cept them. It then will be up to 


decide what to 

The Ameritan delegation is do- 
ing everything possible to wean 
the Russians into the new Assem- 
bly and to clear away any pro 
cedural pro For instance, 
the controversial veto is a choice 
item for the Assembly group, but 
delegates wonder how anything 
can be done when the biggest “ve- 
toers”’—the Russians — will not 
even be present. To get around 
this, the United States suggests a 
eommittee from the new Assembly 
confer with a committee from the 
li-nation Security Council, where 
Russia still holds firmly to its 
veto seat. ‘ 

Can Discuss Any Issues. 

The “little Assembly” will have 
the right to make investigations 
and discuss any issues not under 


consideration in the Security 


Council Many items left over 


from the 1947 regular Assembly | 


are to be handed over 
to the new group. 


In their arguments, the Rus- 
sians contended the interim body 


was an American move to by-pass 
the Council] and get around the 
veto. The United States denied 
it had any such motives, and in 
turn contended the new organ was 
necessary to clear away the batch 
of items that regularly pile up for 
the one regular Assembly meet- 
ing each year. . 

Details still are being worked 
out on how often the “little As- 
sembly” actually will meet. It 
will be in “continuous session,” as 
is the Security Council, and U. 
N. officials expect a couple of 
meetings a week as long as items 
remain on the calendar. 

Many of the votes in the cur- 
rent Assembly have found the six- 
nation Soviet bloc alone in the mi- 
nority. The wags in the corridors 
are wondering who will provide 
the arguments and opposition 
when the “little Assembly” begins 
operations without its persistent 
minority.

EARLY 800,000 Jews live in

If effective steps are not taken 
by the United Nations to keep the 
peace in Palestine, if open fight- 
ing between Jews and Arabs starts, 
these 800,000 Jews in Moslem 
lands will be in the gravest dan- 
ger from }”o.!em mobs. 

The chain reaction is as certain 
and deadly as that of an atomic 
pile. Once fighting has com- 
menced in Palestine between Jew 
and Arab, a lot of people on both 
sides are going to be killed. The 
Jews are better armed and better 
organized. The Jewish Haganah 
can in all probability take control 
of the situation. If the Mufti’s 
people start trouble, the Haganah 
would be in duty bound to defend 
the Jewish community. But in so 
doing, many Arabs would be killed 
by weapons in Jewish hands. A

Here, then, is a most compelling 
reason why the United Nations 
must not only reach a workable 
decision on a 
but must also take effective steps 
to enforce its decision on all con- 
cerned. Either to fail to reach a 
decision at all, or, having reached 
one, to fhil to back it up by a 
force adequate to keep order, 
would have but one result: fight- 
ing between Jews and Arabs in 
Palestine, and Jewish massacres 
in every Moslem city of Africa 


and 
Immigration Dangerous, 
Here, too, is a compelling reason 
why Jewish leaders for the time 
being should do all that they can 
E avoid further inflaming the 


situation in Palestine. In par- 
ticular, any rush of unauthorized 
immigration should be checked, 


}for nothing would be more calcu- 
lated to stir up Arab resistance 
and give excuse for violence to 
Arab extremists. 

There is reason to believe that 
the leaders of the Jewish Agency 
for Palestine are trying despe- 
rately to sit on the lid in this mat- 
‘er, to halt the movement of ship- 
‘oads of immigrants toward Pales- 
tine during the “interim” period, 
‘o prevent “incidents” of any kind. 
Sut there is some doubt as to the 
extent to which they can control 
these matters, both because of the 
human pressures already at work, 
and because of irresponsible agi- 
tators and firebrands. 

There is a chance for peaceful 
settlement if the extremists on 
both sides can be kept in check; 
whoever imperils that chance 
either by recklessness or evil pur- 
pose will have more blood on his 
hands than can be washed off by 
a century of penance.

lonely, mud-chinked hogans that 
dot the great 16,000,000 acre reser- 
vation and wonder how many 
of their children and old peod-® 
ple will have gone to the Hap- 
py Hunting Grounds before 
spring. Faced with hunger and 
privation unless prompt and 
adequate relief can be provided 
for them, they squat on sheep 
skins on the dirt floors of their 
shacks and wonder if this will not 
be the worst winter their proud 
people have faced since 1863 when 
Kit Carson and the United States 
Cavalry rode into Navajo country 
with instructions to destroy their 
crops and livestock. 

Eiders of the tribe watch the 
children beg for bread and wonder 
if it would not have been better 
had the Navajos perished on “The 
Long Walk” or been massacred 
at Fort Sumner rather than 
be spared by the Great White 
Father to face their years of 
misery as a conquered people de- 
pendent upon the uncertain char- 
ity of the White Man. For, these 
elders know, many of the Nava- 
jos who now have nothing to eat 
but bread and coffee will not live, 
without help, until it is time for 
the sheep to be sheared again and 
the squash and corr harvested 
next summer. 

“Unless something is done for 
the Navajo people, many children 
and old people will die this win- 


ter when the snowdrifts come to 


the reservation,” says Sam Akeah, 
chairman of the Navajo Tribal 
Council. “Of the other thousands 
of children who will survive many 
will be stunted as the result of 
year to year malnutrition. 

Our shameful neglect of these 
people who have tried for so long 
to be self-supporting on over- 
populated, unproductive, and de- 
teriorated lands is pointed out in 
a recent report by J. M. Stewart, 
superintendent of the Navajo res- 
ervation, to Secretary of the In- 
terior Krug. This report, boiled 
down to one cold fact adds up to 
just this: Between 25,000 to 30,000, 
or almost half of the entire num- 
ber of Navajos, are living in a 
state of malnutrition, if not actual 
starvation. While the people of 
the United States are enjoying a 
diet that averages 3450 calories a 
day, the Navajos diet for the 
whole tribe averages only 1200 
calories.

N many hogans there is noth- 
[ine but a little corn, a rotten 

squash, and a bit of coffee. Out 
of 12,000 families making up the 
reservation population, 4125 have 
annual incomes of less than $750, 
including the value of food pro- 
duced and consumed. The wool 
they take from their sheep is ex- 
changed for groceries at the near- 
est trading post, A family having 
less than $750 a year has little or 
nothing left when winter comes, 
and every member of these 4125 
families will go hungry or actual- 
ly starve unless Congress provides 
quick and sure relief. 

In September of this year, nor- 
mally a month of abundant food, 
Navajo families on relief were al- 
ready taxing the stingy Indian re- 
lief budget. This month, in des- 
peration, the Office of Indian Af- 
fairs, announced that it would ship 
two carloads of potatoes a month 
into the reservation to stem the 
tide of starvation. Last month, 
Assistant Secretary of the Interior 
William E. Warne announced an 
$80,000,000, 10-year plan for solv- 
ing the Navajo problem and pro- 
viding for the welfare of the Nav- 
ajo people which, said his report, 
“is both morally and legally the 
responsibility of the Federal Gov- 
ernment.” 


But the Navajos right now are 


more interested in food for their 
shrinking bellies. Thousands of 


them are suffering from _ tuber- 
culosig and they know that hunger 
to a child or an old person already 
weakened by tuberculosis means 
sure and quick death. And there 
is little hope that death can be 


stayed by admission to a hospital, 
for, although the Navajos’ tuber- 


culosis rate is 14 times that of 
the United States as a whole, 
there are but 182 hospital beds 
for the tuberculosis sufferers in 
the whole of the Navajo tribe. 
As for the long-range program 
for improving their welfare, the 
elders of the tribe have little hope 
that Congress will approve the ap- 
propriation needed. They have 
had their share of grief with 
“government planners.” Bewild- 
ered, cynical and resentful of a 
government that has welshed on 
its treaties and of officials who 
first urged the Navajos to increase 
their flocks of sheep and then 
decreed that these flocks must be 
reduced, the Navajos ‘expect to 
get of Congress just what they 
have always got—almost nothing. 
* * * 
S went “home” after their 300 
mile walk to an imprisonment 
in Fort Sumner, New Mexico, theirs 
has been a struggle to make a 
living. First, politicians, anxious 
to make a showing in their re- 
ports to Washington, urged the 
Indians to raise greater and 
greater numbers of sheep without 
thought as to what the range 
would carry. As the sheep ate the 
grass and even its roots from the 
land, the land began to wash 
away. Seasonal rains cut deep 
gullies in the land, the valleys 
dried up. and even the canyons, 
once rich with wild currants and 
long grass, turned to rocky 
wastes where no corn could grow 


and the sheep could find only 
bits of brush on which to live. 


By 1933 the Government had 
discovered its mistake and had 
ordered the Navajos to reduce the 
number of sheep, which had be- 
come their principal source of 
subsistence, to gave the range. To- 
day less than one half of all fami- 
lies on the Navajo reservation 
own 100 sheep, while estimates 
show that 250 sheep are needed 
to provideera family with bare sub- 
sistence. 

Faced then with quick disaster 
as their flocks aere reduced, the 
Navajos were saved for the mo- 
ment by the wage work made 
possible by emergency CCC, WPA 
and other Government programs 
designed to improve the ranges, 
roads, water facilities and schools 
of the reservation. Some 12,000 
Navajos got work off their reser- 
vation during the war and 3600 
young Navajo braves entered the 
service of Uncle Sam. It was the 
paychecks sent back from their 
war jobs and Army allotments 
that kept the Navajos on the res- 
ervation from bad times during 
the war. But with the war over, 
and costs of living mounting, the 
Navajos slowly. but surely began 
their approach to the calamity 
that is facing them as tHis winter 
tightens up.

INCE 1868, when the Navajos 


ACK of education and of ad- 

justment to the ways of the 

white man make it difficult for 
them to find employment away 
from the reservation, Ninety per 
cent of the Navajos speak no Eng- 
lish. Although schools for their 
children were promised them in 
1868, there are 15,000 Navajo chil- 
dren living under the American 
flag who can't speak English be- 
cause no sehoo!l facilities are avail- 
able. Illiteracy and physical defects 
brought about by years of neglect 
Of the Navajo health were re- 
sponsible for 75 per cent of the 
Navajos examined by Army in- 
duction stations being rejected for 
service, 

And so, disease ridden and starv- 
ing, the Navajos are facing what 
will perhaps be their greatest win- 
ter of want. Desperately they 
cling to life huddled around the 
tin stoves in their hogans, which 
are nothing more than eight sided 
log shacks with dome roofs cov-

ered with mud and stones. They 
eat what little game they can find 
on their arid, desolate and over- 
grazed lands. They get their ra- 
tion of potatoes from the two car- 
loads shipped in every month by 
the Office of Indian Affairs, along 
with what surplus commodities 
may be furnished by the War As- 
sets. Administration. But with it 
all, the proud people who once 
roamed the great lands which the 
white men took from them in 1863, 
are reduced to rations scantier 
than Friday in the poorhouse, 
* * * 


HE Navajo braves who fought 
To this war have come home, 

after tasting a white man’s way 
of life, even if it was in the Army, 
They are seeing again the misery 
of their people and their bitterness 
grows. Of the comparatively few 
who possessed enough education 
to enter the armed forces, almost 
all had unusual service records, 
The Marine Corps enlisted a se- 
lected group of 300 as “code talk- 
ers’ to take charge of front-line 
communications —because the 
Navajo language is “unbreakable.” 
Their service is legend in the Ma- 
rine Corps and it is men like these 
who are now demanding that the 
Federal Government build the 
schools for the Navajo children 
which were promised in 1868. They 
know that only with education can 
the Navajo be self-supporting in 
“the land that nobody wants,” the 
land of sagebrush, pinyon and 


juniper trees, of great mesas, can- 


yons, buttes, volcanic necks and 
granite and basalt mountaina. 

In the spring of 1946, 27 repre- 
sentatives of the Navajo Tribal 
Council visited Washington and 
spent days before committees of 
both houses of Congress and the 
Budget Bureau and held long a 
ferences with the Secretary 
the Interior. First in their re- 
quests was schooling for the 165,- 
000 children of school age on the 
reservation who muat at leaat be 
able to speak English to ever get 
along in the White Man’s world. 
They pointed out that what we 
had promised them in solemn 
treaty 80 years ago has only been 
one-fourth fulfilled. 

Today on the Navajo reserva- 
tion there are too few doctors to 
treat the sick; there are only two 
dentists on the whole of the res- 
ervation and only two field nurses 
to handle the great burden of 
Cases, 

Until this month, when the So- 
cial Security. Board in Washing- 
ton ordered New Mexico and 
Arizona state Secial Security agen-

cles to accept Indian cases or 
face loss in federal matching 
funds, Navajos were not included 
in the social security assistance 
programs of the two states. Al- 
though there are more than 1800 
Navajos over the age of 65, about 
8000 dependent* children and 300 
blind, mo Navajo had been per- 
mitted the benefits of old age 
assistance, aid to dependent chil- 
dren and aid’ to the blind. The 
people who once owned the Jand 
we live in were outcasts on the 
face of the earth, 
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HE Navajos have never asked 

the Government to support 

them—but they point out that 
while their population has been 
multiplied six, times, the white man 
has encroached upon their ranges 
and created a evorid around them 
in which there la no place for an 
Indian, And because Congress 
has so long been tight-fisted with 
appropriations for the Office of 
Indian Affairs, these proud and 
once self-sustaining people are 
living on an average diet that, in 
calories, is less than the minimtim 
we have set for our defeated en- 
emies in Europe, 


They ask only for the minimum 
help which will keep them from 
atarvation this winter. But even 
if help comes when Congress sits 
in regular session in January, it 
is almost certain that by that time 


many of the undernourished chil- 


dren and the infirm among the 
old will have already died. 

In an effort to meet the imme- 
diate emergency, the Navajo Tribal 
Council appropriated $143,000 out 
of the fund of the Tribal Saw Mii, 
for relief. This, with the pica- 
iol: agpecriation, 4x siteeie munca 

ef appropriation, gone, 

Pointing out the federal inaction 
and neglect that hag reduced his 
people to the sh state in 
which they exist, Sam Akeah told 
a recent congressional committee 
which visited the reservation of 
the hardships which the Navajo 
men who fought for our country 
are facing, 


“They cannot avail themselves 
of the G.I. bill of rights and go 
away to college because Indian 
Service schools are not accred- 
ited,” said Akeah. “Their credits 
are no good, But even those who 
were fortunate enough to have 
had some education are forced to 
remain where they are.” 

Many of these returning veterans 
are bitter. They no longer want 
to live in a windowless 
with only a hole in the roof to let 
out the smoke of the stove, They 
want to do something to keep their 
children and old people from starv- 
ing, but there is no place for them 
in a white man’s world. And they 
resent the fact that while we em-— 
phasize the necessity of feeding 
the starving peoples of Hurope, we 
seemingly do not care a whoop 


that the Navajos are either dying 


“in misery or living in despair.

A Man and His Dog 
Go Quail Hunting

ILL, you tell me how it is that a bird dog manages to 


rabbit a bit of a chase if one 
bounces out of a brush pile. 
But a single whistle is 
enough to bring him in and 
generally, if you're working 
in one spot, before long he 
will curl up in the sun with 
his tail over his nose. When 
the tenth of November rolls 
around, somehow or other 
it’s different. A good bird 
dog just knows. . Maybe 
there’s an inner excitement in his master that the dog can 
sense. The season couldn't have opened this year on a more 
inauspicious day. When I awoke at dawn, a driving wind out 
of the northeast was whipping the last leaves from the sugar 
maples in the front yard and Buford’s crest was invisible under 
low-hanging clouds, 
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But the quall season must be opened. So after 
breakfast was eaten and the chores done, I made 
preparations. Down came the little 20-gauge—veteran of 
many campaigns—with an extra drop of oil in the action 
against the weather. Hunting coat pockets were filled 
with shells and, as a final precaution, I doused a coat 
of neatsfoot on the old field boots. Mike watched these 
goings-on with a knowing eye, as much as to say, “This 
is it, old timer; the day you and I have been waiting 
for, I'm giad you haven't turned sissy and aren't 
letting a little thing like weather stop you.” 
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@ “IT’S GOING TO BE HARDER on you than me, boy,” I 
answered that look in Mike's eye. “You'll have to beat that wet 
brush 10 miles ta my one. The birds will sit tight—and you 
won't be able to smell ‘em anyway, with this howling gale 
whipping in from every direction.” But Mike only wagged his 
tall and whined with anticipation. When Olin drove up to 
the door we were both ready to go. Chipper, I knew, would 
spend the day at the window, refusing all overtures of comfort 
from Mama. Indeed it ig hard to leave her at home—and if I 
just had time to train her to hold steady when Mike is on 
point, she'd be a valuable asset in the hunting field, for she is 
a fine retriever. As a matter of fact, we hope to work on this 
during the present season. But on opening day she had to 
stay at home, for I knew from experience that any point by 
Mike would be the signal for her to run as fast as her stubby 
legs would carry her—which is faster than my stubby legs 
will carry me—and jump as hard as ever she could, right into 
the middle of the covey. As the season wears along and we've 
had a few birds for the table and begin to confine our hunts 
to a round of two or three hours close to home, we'll take her 
along. When Mike makes game, we will put her on a leash 
and walk up the birds. Perhaps we can train her to hold 
steady on command—but until that time, the quail season is 
the saddest season of the year for Chipper. 


* 
@ OUR HUNT ON OPENING DAY took us only a mile or so 


up the road and there we parked and tossed Mike over the 
fence. Across the first big stalk field he went and into some 
heavy brush on the far side. Here he made game but, as I 
had predicted, the driving wind madé scenting conditions al- 
most impossible. Moreover, I expect I was pushiag a bit too 
hard, which is easy to do on opening day. I jumped a big 
ditch to get into the fence-row—and the first covey of the 
day burst like a miniature explosion all around me and out of 
range for the other boys. Somehow, while still in mid-air, I 
managed to line out on a single, push off the safety and fire. 
And I don’t mind saying there's satisfaction in scoring with 
the first shot of the season. Mike brought in the bird, for he 
is a good retriever. And it's little wonder he had missed that 
covey, for they were three feet down in the ditch and tucked 
well under the bank where the weather couldn't touch them, 
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@ MY GREATEST DIFFICULTY, until the season is half over, 
is to mark down the scattered birds after the covey rises. I’ve 
known old hunters who were so adept at this that they could 
walk up to every single without a dog. I can do a fair job 
after hunting over the same territory once or twice and know 
how the birds “use”; but in new country I concentrate so hard 
on the one ahead of the gun that I’m apt to lose the rest. On 
this occasion, the fact that my companions were too far away to 
shoot gave them ample opportunity to watch the flight. And 
we got some sporty single shooting when Mike pointed in a 
sassafras thicket. Every time he’d find a bird and one of us 
would walk in, an extra bird or two would get up at the shot. 
There was plenty of chance that morning to prove my conten- 
tion that I do better on singles in the brush than I do on 
coveys in the open.

Finally we swung down across the field to pick up 
several singles which had headed that way and, before 
we'd gone far, we were into our second covey. These 
birds flew a quarter mile on the rise and went deep 
inte the woods—and before we'd gotten to them, Mike 
started finding singles from the first covey. 
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@ AND AGAIN WE HAD SPORTY shooting in the heavy cover 
. gsong the fence-row. Our third ounch put us on tne spot by 
flying directly into a herd of cattle feeding in the stalk field—~ 
but we managed to get them separated by doing a little 
judicious cattle driving. The rain, by this time, was coming 
down hard and the hour was close to noon, Mike had done 
his best—and had given us several excellent points, although 
the rain made finding dead birds extremely difficult. But 
even when you are finding birds, there’s something missing 
from the sport when the dog must work under such handicaps. 
So we headed back for the car, counted up our score, found we 
had half a limit apiece, and decided to call it a day. In con- 
trast to that rainy morning, I've been out for two or three 
shoft rounds since in the sunniest kind of weather, but with 
far less luck in finding birds.

Now I realize what Mark Twain meant when he said, ‘The 
more you explain it, the more I don’t understand it.’” 

May I dissent from the learned Justice's opinion?’ I boast that 
I understand it perfectly, and without need of any explanation 
whatever. It is, I may confide to the eminent jurist, gassy balderdash 


pretentiously offered as profundity, and with little more sense than 
a pack of chipmunks.

rr MAY BE, however, that De Hartog is a slick young Hollander 
who possibly appreciates that there is no better way to put over a 
play on any pseudo-highbrow producer than that employed by the 
meat-market chiselers. Which is to say, the palming off of a small 
pork chop as of surplus heft by fixing the scales with a false weight. 
And when it comes to false weight, our Dutch brother is one of the 
best flimflammers the theater has laid eyes on in a long time. His 
play is one-ounce drama passed off for an intellectual, philosophical 
and scientific ton by loading it up with solemn bosh about every- 
thing from hypnotism to symbolic astrology, from cancer research 
to metaphysics and psycho-therapeutics.

THERE ARE, of course, people who, like the minds responsible 
for the production, are inclined to accept nonsense obscurely stated 
as something doubtless invested with a rare and remarkable signifi-| 
cance. De Hartog is in this direction the kind of dramatist who 
is their true beloved. EXxercising an elaborate species of double-talk, 
he contrives to persuade them that he has so much to say that the 
very volume of his ideas must inevitably crowd out any coherence 
of expression. What he really amounts to, at least on this occasion, 
is an intellectual soft-shoe dancer executing his intricate steps on 
a wet featherbed, He not only hag clearly bitten off more than 
he can chew but, fuller to the point, has ostentatiously chewed more 
that he has bitten off. The consequence is that his mouth performs 
some very violent motions and that what comes out of it approxi- 
mates zero. 


THIS IS ONE CASE fa Si eA not believing, since what 
goes on on the stage would drive Ripley to drink. There is, for 
example, a parallel between the death of a clinical laboratory rat 
from cancer and the death of a young woman from a lover's kiss, 
which certainly is going to scare the daylights out of a lot of 
hitherto amiable girls, dammit. There is, for another—or at least 
it sounded that way to me — the idea that unanticipated rain is 
somehow associated with the transmigration of souls, which in the 
best interests of coming generations caused me charitably to go 
out and buy a heavy raincoat.

P EEPING time-honored tradi- 
K tions alive is the keynote of 
Christmas festivities. Making 
pudding is one of them. There are 
two reasons why this dessert has‘ 
always been so popular. Its; 
plumpness and its steaming frag- 
rance, which is a rich mellow 
blend of winey fruit and sugar and 
spice, tempt almost everybody 
even when stomachs are full. And 
to be able to make the dessert a 
few weeks ahead of time, with the 


assurance that it will be all the 
better for having some time to 
ripen, is a great boon to the 
housewife who has the responsi- 
bility of preparing big and elabo- 
rate holiday meals. : 

Plum Pudding. 

Three and three-fourths cups 
all-purpose flour, one teaspoon 
gorund cinnamon, one-half - tea- 
spoon ground cloves, one-half 
teaspoon grated nutmeg, one-half 
teaspoon salt, one-fourth pound 
dates or moist, dried figs, one 
pound golden seedless raisins, 
one-half pound currants, one-half 
cup sorghum or other light, fine 
flavored molasses, two tablespoons 
finely chopped, moist, candied 
orange peel, one cup ground 
suet, one-half cup light brown 
sugar, firmly packed, two tea- 
spoons soda, one cup buttermilk, 
three tablespoons lemon juice, 
one teaspoon freshly’ grated 
lemon rind, loosely packed, 

Sift flour, measure, and resift 
twice with the spice and salt. Cut 
date or Sipe and the orange peel 
fine with kitchen shears. Do not 
wash raisins, Pick over currants 
and. wash quickly through cold 
Drain, then turn onto 
paper toweling and pat dry. Com- 
bine fruits. Add one cup of the 
flour mixture and toss to coat all 
the fruit. Rinse the food chopper 
in boiling .water so the suet will 
grind easily. Cream suet and 
sugar thoroughly with the hands.
